Removal of tho tax of eight per 
cent on passenger 
fares and three 
per cent on freight rates will effect 
probably the greatest saving of any 
reductions made by tho government 
to become effective January I. Agents 
of the various roads are being in­ 
structed concerning the new fares. 
Under the provisions of the new 
revenue law, it is expected the elim­ 
ination of this tax will save passen­ 
gers and shippers using the Penn­ 
sylvania lines 
approxim ately $26,- 
OOQ.OOO annually. 
This estim ate 
is 
based on freight and passerfger rev- j 
enues this year and covers a saving \ 
of $13,000,000 to passengers and $13,- I 
000,000 to shippers. 
Under the 
regulations issued 
by ! 
the company, no tax on passenger 
and freight transportation furnished 
on or after January 1 will be charg­ 
ed. 
Tickets for transportation 
in 
1922 may be purchased at any time 
during the remainder of tho present 
year without th*, payment of any tax. j 
On tickets furnished for use prior to 
January I, 1922, however, the pres­ 
ent tax must.be collected. 
In 
this 
connection 
attention 
is 
called to the fact that since the j 
Transportation Tax was put into ef­ 
fect* early in 1918, no benefit whatso­ 
ever has accrued to the railroad com­ 
panies from the additional revenue 
collected. 
Each railroad has had to 1 
make a strict accounting to the Gov- j 
em inent and has simply acted in~lhe j 
role of a Government tax collector.

W andering aw ay from the home of 
his son early Tuesday m orning, Emit 
Foth, aged 77

w ater at the 
e a st edge of Littlestow n a t 7 o’clock 
this m orning.

W hen

stream during the night. 
Tho place 
where th© body lay is about half a 
mile from either the 
Hanover or 
B altim ore ’pikes 
and it is believed 
th a t he wandered off th© main road 
during thd night and stumbled into 
th e stream . 
From m arks along the edge of the 
stream it is evident th at he macle a 
vain effort to pull his body out of 
tho w ater, but he only succeeded in 
draw ing his legs and half of hi* body 
from the creek. 
The other half was 
subm erged. 
The set of Dflse teeth 
he was w earing at 
the time were 
found in the bed of the stream. 
His son, Max Foth, an employe of 
the G ettysburg Furniture 
Company, 
was called and identified the 
body. 
W ord was also 
sent to 
Dr C. G. 
C rist, county coroner, hut no inves­ 
tigation w’as held until this afternoon 
and the body was not removed from 
the place it w*aa found. 
The elder Mr. Foth had been making 
bis homo 
with Mr. and 
M n. Max 
F oth, Stevens 
street, 
for the 
past 
three months and was in 
perfectly 
normal health until the time of 
his 
strange disappearance. Although his 
w ife 
still

Philadelphia, 
Mr. Foth came to live 
with his

the furniture factory. 
Mr. Foth was entirely unfamiliar 
w ith the roads leading out of Gettys­ 
burg fo r it was seldom that he ever 
left his home on Stevens street. 
It was not unusual for Mr. Foth to 
arise early in the m orning but when 
the son found that he had left the 
house, search was immediately begun 
in belief that the old man had wander­ 
ed away and was unable to locate the 
house again. The hunt was unreward­ 
ed and no trace of tho missing man 
was found Tuesday.
